Sir,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  vital  statistics, 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year 
1952. 


The  report  is  of  the  ordinary  type  and  is  compiled  in 
accordance  with  Circular  2/53  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and, 
in  compliance  with  your  instructions,  is  separated  from  my 
two  other  districts  reports  and  is  stencilled. 

The  water  supply  has  been  mentioned  in  many  of  my 
previous  Annual  Reports  but  at  the  time  of  writing  has  been 
satisfactorily  completed  as  far  as  large  main  laying  was  concerned. 
Each  parish  now  has  a  piped  supply  available  and  it  is  a  minor 
matter  to  lay  extensions  to  smaller  groups  of  houses  and  to  farms. 

Apart  from  the  larger  concentrations  of  population  at 
Balderton,  Collingham  and  Famdon,  the  housing  situation  is 
beginning  to  cease  to  cause  anxiety  and  the  time  is  approaching 
when  a  survey  of  old  property  will  be  a  necessity.  There  are 
many  houses  which  do  not  come  within  the  concept  of  healthy 
dwellings  and  a  proportion  of  these  cannot  be  made  fit  at 
reasonable  cost  and  will  have  to  be  considered  for  demolition. 
Surch  a  survey,  unfortunately,  cannot  be  made  with  only  a  part 
time  Sanitary  Inspector  whose  Surveyor  duties  have,  within  the 
past  few  years,  been  greatly  increased  -  council  house 
maintenance,  water  supplies,  etc.  Whilst  I  realise  that 
additional  staff  in  either  the  public  health  department  or 
the  housing  department  costs  money,  increasing  duties  cannot 
be  covered  for  all  time  by  the  same  number  of  personnel. 

Included  in  the  Report  are  statistics  kindly  supplied 
by  the  County  Medical  Officer  relating  to  the  personal  health 
services  maintained  in  the  District  by  the  County  Council. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Council  for  their  support  throughout  the  year  and  to  the 
other  departments  for  their  co-operation  with  the  Health 
Depa  rtment,  I  also  desire  to  record  my  gratitude  to  the  Public 
Health  Staff  for  their  efficient  service.

Infectious  Disease 

The  total  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases 
received  in  1952  was  only  76  compared  with  269  in  the  previous 
year.  The  district  was  remarkably  free  even  from  the  common 
diseases  viz.  measles  and  whooping  cough.

Whooping  Cough 

The  number  of  whooping  cough  notifications  rose  from  7  in 
the  previous  year  to  36  in  1952.  The  majority  of  the  cases 

occurred  in  the  Collingham  area.  Three  children  were  removed 

to  hospital  with  complications  and  recovered.  One  baby  died 
at  home,  the  complication  being  broncho-pneumonia.  The  age

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Scarlet  Fever 

Thirteen  notifications  of  scarlet  fever  were  received. 

Ten  of  the  cases  occurred  during  the  first  six  months  of  the 
year  without  any  connecting  link  except  in  one  family  where  two 
children  were  diagnosed  at  the  same  time.  All  the  cases  were 
mild  in  character  and  only  two  were  admitted  to  hospital  for 
isolation  purposes.  The  age  groups  were:-

Diphtheria 

For  the  sixth  successive  year  no  diphtheria  was  notified. 
This  indicates  the  efficiency  of  the  immunisation  work 
carried  out.  Let  one  think  for  a  moment  of  the  child  illness 
and  incapacity  which  has  been  avoided  and  parental  anxiety 
thatfoas  been  saved.  Yet  there  are  still  parents  who  "do  not 
believe  in  all  this".  The  continued  freedom  does  not  help  to 
bring  to  the  notice  of  parents  the  absolute  necessity  of 
having  babies  immunised  if  we  are  to  continue  our  freedom* 
There  are  now  few  mothers  with  babies  who  have  seen  the 
results  of  infection  by  the  germ  of  diphtheria,  and  have  had 
to  deal  with  the  long  period  of  convalescence  after  hospital 
treatment.  It  is  essential  that  an  increased  number  of 
babies  must  be  immunised  if  we  are  to  avoid  risk  of  diphtheria 
again  becoming  common  in  our  midst.

Five  notifications  of  pneumonia  were  received.  In  each 
case  the  patient  was  over  35  years  of  age. 


Water  Supply. 

The  piped  water  supply  to  the  northern  parishes  and  in 
the  statutory  supply  area  of  Newark  Corporation  was 
satisfactory.  The  former,  with  the  exception  of  North  and 
South  C ollingham  and  Langford,  is  obtained  from  Lincoln 
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Corporation,  The  expected  parishes  obtain  the  supply  from  Newark 
Corporation  in  hulk.  Barnby  also  is  supnlied  from  the  Corporation 
in  bulk.  The  supply  to  the  southern  parishes  is  from  the  Air 
Ministry  Boreholme  at  Syerston  and,  as  mentioned  in  the  introduction, 
at  the  time  of  writing  the  mains  are  laid  and  the  water  is 
available  in  each  of  the  southern  parishes.  The  completion  of  this 
scheme  brings  the  District  within  the  category  of  those  with  a 
good  piped  supply  to  each  parish.  This  is  a  marked  step  forward 
and  a  position  with  which  the  Council  can  be  proud.

No  legal  action  was  taken  under  the  Clean  Food  Byelaws. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  Section  47. 

The  authority  of  the  Council  was  obtained  to  proceed  for 
a  court  order  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  an  old 
lady  over  9  0  years  of  age.  She  was  being  looked  after  by  a 
mentally  defective  woman  who  became  unfit  to  give  the  necessary 
care  either  to  herself  or  to  the  old  lady.  Fortunately,  with 
the  help  of  the  medical  practitioner  and  after  considerable 
persuasion,  voluntary  admission  was  agreed  to  without  legal 
procedure .
